cACTION  OF  THE  BOARD  OF  CURATORS. 


Defining  the  scope  and  purpose  of  the    Uni<versity,  and  the  relation 

existing  between  the  Officers  and  Members  of  the 

Faculty  of  the  Institution. 

In  the  Memorial  of  the  Educational  Convention  held  at  Lexing- 
ton, May  7  and  8,  1872,  and  which  inaugurated  the  movement  that 
resulted  in  the  establishment  of  our  University,  the  following 
language  occurs:  "  It  is  the  sense  of  this  convention  that  steps  be 
taken  to  at  once  establish,  on  a  broad  and  liberal  basis,  an  institu- 
tion of  the  highest  order,  under  the  auspices  of  the  Synod  of 
Kentucky,  and  thus  carry  out  the  earnest  wishes  of  the  fathers,  as 
demonstrated  by  the  establishment  of  Centre  College,  now  lost  to 
this  Church." 

In  Article  7th  of  the  Charter  as  adopted  and  approved  March 
3,  1873,  by  the  General  Assembly  of  Kentucky,  is  the  following:  "It 
shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Board  of  Curators,  as  soon  as  may  con- 
veniently be  done,  to  establish  an  institution  to  be  known  as  the 
Central  University,  and  to  provide  for  the  establishment  therein  of 
a  department  for  instruction  in  Literature,  and  the  Arts  and  Sciences, 
on  the  model  of  the  best  Universities;  and,  as  soon  as  it  ma}' be 
done  with  advantage,  a  department  of  Law  and  a  department  of 
Medicine.  It  shall  also  afford  ever}'  facility  for  the  establishment 
by  the  Synod  of  Kentucky  of  a  department  of  Theology,  either  of 
itself,  or  in  conjunction  with  any  of  its  Co-Synods,  or  its  General 
Assembly." 

These  statements  from  the  original  movers  and  founders  of  the 
institution  make  it  clear  that  what  they  aimed  at  was  a  University 
in  the  proper  sense  of  the  term  —  that  is,  a  school  embracing  the 
four  faculties  after  the  best  models. 

It  is  evident  that  they  did  not  expect  to  establish  at  once  all  the 
departments,  but  "  as  soon  as  maybe  done  with  advantage."  It  was 
then  expected  to  be  a  matter  of  growth.  During  the  first  decade  of 
the  institution,  only  two  of  the  faculties  were  established,  viz  :  that 
of  the  College  of  Philosophy,  Letters  and  Science,  and  that  of  the 
College  of  Medicine.  Recently  the  College  of  Dentistry  was  estab- 
lished. It  is  the  sense  of  this  Board  that  the  original  purpose 
should  be  adhered  to,  and  that  as  soon  as  practicable  a  school  of 
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Theology  should  be  established,  an  eager  desire  for  which  has 
existed  in  the  minds  of  many  of  the  friends  and  patrons  of  the 
University  for  years  past. 

In  the  College  of  Philosophy,  Letters  and  Science,  the  University 
model  was  evidently  contemplated. 

Section  2  of  Article  5,  of  the  Charter,  defines  the  powers  of  the 
Board  of  Curators  therein  :  "  In  the  said  Board  of  Curators  shall  be 
vested  the  power  to  fix  and  direct  the  course  of  instruction  in  said 
University;  to  employ  and  contract  with  teachers  and  professors; 
to  determine  what  chairs  or  schools  in  the  University  shall  be  estab- 
lished ;  and  how  the  same  shall  be  controlled  and  conducted;  and 
in  general  to  control  and  manage  the  affairs  of  said  University. 

In  Article  5,  Section  4,  of  the  Charter,  the  Chancellor  is  consti- 
tuted the  agent  of  the  Board,  and  he  acts  by  their  authority.  In 
Article  4,  Section  4,  he  is  declared  to  be  "the  chief  Executive  Officer 
of  the  University,  charged  with  the  general  superintendence  of  its 
affairs,  both  financial  and  educational,  subject,  however,  to  the  gen- 
eral instructions  of  the  Board  of  Curators  in  matters  under  their 
control;"  and,  as  the  power  of  the  Board  is  over  the  power  of  every 
department  of  the  University,  the  power  of  the  Chancellor  as  the 
chief  Executive  Officer,  during  such  times  as  the  Board  is  not  in 
session,  is  supreme,  subject  always  to  the  review  or  control  of  the 
Board.  In  the  exercise  of  the  duties  of  his  office  as  the  agent  of  the 
Board,  he  shall  collect  and  invest  the  funds  of  the  Universit}'^,  meet- 
ing all  the  liabilities  incurred  in  the  maintenance  of  the  institution. 
He  shall  have  the  care  of  the  buildings  and  grounds ;  he  shall  seek 
patronage  for  the  institution  and  commend  it  abroad  ;  and  he  shall 
confer  with  the  Faculty  on  all  matters  of  general  interest,  co-oper- 
ating with  them  and  seeking  tbe  highest  degree  of  efficiency  in 
every  department.  To  this  end,  he  shall  have  free  access  to  the 
meeting?  of  the  Faculty,  and  to  the  lecture-rooms  of  all  professors 
and  teachers,  but  in  such  a  manner  as  to  conserve  the  independence 
of  the  instructors,  and  cultivate  cordial  relations  between  himself 
and  them  and  the  Board,  and  thus  develop  unity  of  life,  aim  and 
purpose  in  all  who  are  officially  related  to  the  institution. 

The  President  of  the  Faculty  of  the  College  of  Philosophy,  Let- 
ters and  Science  presides  over  and  conducts  the  deliberations  of  the 
Faculty  and  sees  that  their  decisions  are  enforced.  He  is  also  Vice- 
Chancellor  of  the  University,  and  discharges  the  duties  of  the  Chan- 
cellor in  his  absence,  or  in  his  inability  to  act,  or  during  anj^  vacancy 
in  the  office. 

To  the  Faculty  is  committed  the  government  and  discipline  of 
that  department  of  the  institution  in  which  they  are  instructors, 
and  all  the  details  of  business  that  usually  pertain  to  it  in  institu- 
tions of  learning  modeled  after  the  University  pattern.  Each  mem- 
ber is  independent  in  his  own  department,  but  is  bound  by  the 
rulings  of  the  Faculty  in  all  matters  that  pertain  to  the  general 
management  of  the  institution.

As  evidence  of  distinguished  attainments  in  any  depart- 
ment, in  any  class  except  the  Senior,  a  certificate  of  dis- 
tinction will  be  conferred,  the  certificate  to  be  without  the 
seal  of  the  University. 

DEPARTMENT  DIPLOMAS. 

A  diploma  will  be  given  to  students  who  satisfactorily 
complete  the  course  in  any  of  the  departments. 

DEGREES. 

I.  The  Degree  of  Bachelor  of  Arts  will  be  conferred 
upon  students  who  complete  the  prescribed  B.  A.  Course. 

II.  The  Degree  of  Bachelor  of  Science  will  be  conferred 
upon  students  who  complete  the  prescribed  B.  S.  Course. 

III.  The  Degree  of  Bachelor  of  Letters  will  be  con- 
ferred upon  students  who  complete  the  prescribed  B.  L. 
Course. 

Diplomas  of  students  averaging  95  or  over  in  the  Junior 
and  Senior  years  are  inscribed  summa  cum  laude;  90  or  over, 
magna  cum  laude. 

IV.  The  Degree  of  Master  of  Arts  will  be  conferred 
upon  Bachelors  of  Arts  who  shall  have  completed  one  year 
of  graduate  study,  or  the  equivalent  of  sixteen  hours  per 
week  during  the  session,  in  the  departments  of  Latin,  Greek 
and  Philosophy,  and  shall  have  written  a  satisfactory  thesis 
upon  some  subject  belonging  to  one  of  these  departments. 

V.  The  Degree  of  Master  of  Science  will  be  conferred 
upon  Bachelors  of  Science  who  shall  have  completed  one 
year  of  graduate  study,  or  the  equivalent  of  sixteen  hours 
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per  week  during  the  session,  in  the  departments  of  Natural 
Science,  Mathematics  and  Philosophy,  or  one  year  of 
graduate  work  in  one  of  the  laboratory  courses,  and  shall 
have  written  a  satisfactory  thesis  upon  some  subject  be- 
longing to  one  of  these  departments. 

VI.  The  Degree  of  Master  of  Letters  will  be  conferred 
upon  Bachelors  of  Letters  who  shall  have  completed  one 
year  of  graduate  study,  or  the  equivalent  of  sixteen  hours 
per  week  during  the  session,  in  the  departments  of  English, 
Modern  Languages  and  Philosophy,  and  shall  have  written 
a  satisfactory  thesis  upon  some  subject  belonging  to  one  of 
these  departments. 

To  be  eligible  to  the  Master's  Degree  a  student -must 
have  attained  an  average  mark  of  85  upon  the  studies  in- 
cluded in  the  Bachelor's  Degree. 

The  above  scheme  of  degrees  contemplates  residence  at 
the  University.  In  the  case  of  non-resident  students,  two 
years  will  be  necessary. 

All  examinations,  whether  of  resident  or  non-resident 
students,  will  be  held  at  the  University. 


DEPARTMENT  OF  PHILOSOPHY. 

Prof.   Logan. 

In  the  first  term  of  the  Junior  year  an  elementary  course 
is  given,  preparatory  to  the  study  of  Logic,  Psychology  and 
Ethics. 

The  second  and  third  terms  of  the  Junior  year  are  de- 
voted to  the  study  of  Logic,  the  first  being  occupied  with  the 
problems,  principles  and  rules  of  the  Deductive  Logic ;  the 
second  with  the  principles  and  processes  of  the  Scientific 
Method  or  Inductive  Logic. 
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In  the  Senior  year,  the  first  term  is  given  to  the  study  of 
Evidences  of  Christianity. 

Text-book :     Butler's  Analogy. 

The  second  and  third  terms  are  given  to  the  study  of 
Ethics. 

Psychology  is  taught  as  an  inductive  science,  and  is  con- 
tinued through  the  Senior  year.  Facts  furnish  the  ma- 
terial and  the  tests  of  doctrine.  The  student  is  taught  to  try 
the  validity  of  theory  by  appeal  to  his  personal  conscious- 
ness. 

The  different  powers  and  processes  of  knowledge  are 
distinguished  by  their  objects,  their  relations,  their  laws  and 
their  products ;  and  the  trustworthiness  of  the  various  pro- 
cesses and  products  of  the  mind's  cognitive  activities  is  ex- 
plained. Especial  prominence  is  given  to  the  Intuitions, 
and  much  pains  is  taken  to  explain  and  enforce  the  logical 
and  ethical  importance  of  a  sound  Metaphysic. 

M.   A.   COURSE. 

In  this  department  a  graduate  course  is  offered,  embrac- 
ing, for  the  present,  History  of  Philosophy,  Metaphysics, 
Theism  and  Ethics. 

Both  Ancient  and  Modern  Philosophy  will  be  discussed, 
the  major  part  of  attention  being  given  to  the  Modern. 

The  course  in  Metaphysics  investigates  those  concep- 
tions and  propositions  which  the  mind  assumes  as  the  fun- 
damental relations  of  existence,  the  conditions  of  knowl- 
edge and  a  priori  principles  of  experience. 

The  course  of  Theism  discusses  the  questions  of  the 
existence  of  a  Personal  God,  as  the  Creator,  the  Natural 
Governor  and  Moral  Ruler  of  the  Universe ;  the  problems  of 
Divine  order  in  nature  and  in  human  hfe. 
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ECONOMICS  AND  CIVICS. 

Prof.   Logan. 

In  Economics  the  aim  is  to  familiarize  the  student  with 
the  elementary  principles  of  Economic  Science.  Economic 
problems  are  treated  in  both  their  philosophical  import  and 
practical  methods.  The  fundamental  questions  of  Capital; 
Labor  and  Wages ;  Money  and  Currency ;  Taxation ;  Free 
Trade  and  Restraint  of  Trade  receive  consideration  in 
adaptation  to  present  industrial  progress. 

In  Civics  the  Historical  and  Comparative  Method  is 
pursued,  tracing  the  origin  of  Government  and  the  develop- 
ment of  Political  Institutions ;  exhibiting  the  correspond- 
encies in  Governmental  Structure  and  political  procedure, 
as  also  the  differences  arising  from  racial  and  national 
characteristics. 

The  Ethical  relations  of  the  Governing  and  the  Gov- 
erned ;  the  Administration  and  the  Commonwealth ;  the 
State  and  the  Citizen  have  particular  consideration. 


DEPARTMENT  OF  BIBLE  AND  CHRISTIAN  EVIDENCES. 

PRcr.   Barbour. 

The  Junior  Class  will  take  the  study  of  the  Bible 
throughout  the  year  with  Blaikie's  Manual  of  Bible  History 
as  an  outline.  Attention  will  be  given  to  the  Mosaic  Ac- 
count of  Creation,  the  Chaldean  Account,  Egyptology, 
Moses  and  his  Mission,  the  Development  of  the  Idea  of  the 
Messiah,  the  Immanuel  of  the  Past  and  of  the  Future,  the 
Apologetic  Value  of  the  Portraiture  of  the  Christ,  the 
Character  and  the  work  of  Paul  and  the  Doctrine  of  the 
Resurrection. 
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DEPARTMENT  OF  HISTORY. 

Prof.   Barbour. 

In  this  department  our  aim  is  to  furnish  the  students  with 
a  thorough  framework  of  history,  on  which,  in  after  Hfe, 
:'nore  minute  and  special  knowledge  may  be  securely 
trained;  to  awaken  interest  in  the  wisdom  which  the  Past 
offers  to  the  Present ;  to  trace  the  migrations  of  the  Nations ; 
to  show  how,  when,  and  where  racial  quahties  have  cul- 
minated and  crystallized  in  great  men ;  and  how  these  great 
men  have  enlarged,  intensified,  and  directed  the  potencies 
^f  their  races.  By  thus  combining  the  broad  generalizations 
)f  History  with  the  vivid,  concrete  realities  of  Biography,  it 
s  hoped  that  this  study  will  be  profoundly  inspiring  and 
helpful. 

Junior  Year — Myers'  Mediaeval  and  Modern  History. 

Senior  Class — Green's  Shorter  History  of  the  English 
People. 

PRACTICAL  RHETORIC  AND  COMPOSITION. 

Prof.  Barbour. 

Genung's  Practical  Rhetoric  will  be  used  as  a  text-book, 
accompanied  by  copious  criticisms  on  English,  Classical, 
and  Modern  German  writers  of  prose  and  poetry. 

There  is  a  weekly  reading  of  compositions,  and  these  are 
carefully  examined  and  criticised  by  the  professor. 

HEPARTMENT  OF  GREEK  LANGUAGE  AND  LITERATURE. 

prof.  Green. 

For  admission  into  the  First  Year  Class,  the  applicant 

mst  have  an  accurate  knowledge  of  the  inflections  and  the 

elementary  principle  of  syntax,  and  must  be  able  to  trans- 
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late  into  idiomatic,  English  the  first  two  books  of  Xeno- 
phon's  Anabasis,  or  an  equivalent. 

White's  First  Greek  Book  and  Goodwin's  Greek  Gram- 
mar and  Anabasis  are  recommended  for  preparation. 

Attention  to  written  accent  and  a  good  pronunciation 
are  insisted  upon. 

With  a  view  to  a  mastery  of  the  language  on  the  part 
of  the  student,  grammatical  study  is  carried  through  the 
entire  course.  In  the  First  Year  the  student  is  thoroughly 
drilled  on  forms,  in  the  Second  on  syntax,  and  in  the  Third 
these  are  reinforced  in  a  broader  and  more  philological  way. 

Prose  composition  continues  through  the  three  years. 

The  simpler  meters  are  studied. 

The  History,  the  Literature  and  the  Public  and  Private 
Life  of  the  Greeks  receive  due  attention. 

For  the  session  of  1898-99,  the  following  course  was 
pursued : 

FIRST  YEAR 

In  this  class  were  read  Xenophon's  Anabasis,  Book  III, 
and  Jebb's  Selections  from  the  Attic  Orators.  Drill  on 
forms.  Easy  exercises  taken  from  the  text  read.  Mahaffy's 
Old  Greek  Life  in  connection  with  the  Jebb. 

SECOND   YEAR. 

The  texts  used  in  this  class  were  Demosthenes'  De 
Corona,  Plato's  Apology,  and  the  Iliad  of  Homer.  Sys- 
tematic study  of  syntax.  Weekly  exercises  from  Allison's 
Greek  Prose  Composition.  For  several  months  there  was 
a  course  in  Greek  History  with  Fyfife's  primer  of  History  of 
Greece  as  a  basis. 

THIRD   YEAR 

This  class  read  Euripides'  Alcestis,  Sophocles'  Antigone 
and  Plato's  Phaedo.     Translations  from  some  Greek  author

furnished  the  weekly  exercises.     Literature  was  studied  in 
Jebb's  primer  of  Greek  Literature. 

COMPARATIVE  PHILOLOGY. 

Professor  Green  proposes  to  give  a  course  on  the  general 
principles  of  Comparative  Philology.  This  course  com- 
prises a  brief  ethnological  and  linguistic  sketch  of  the  lan- 
guages of  Europe,  of  India  and  of  Persia.  The  general 
principles  of  the  study  of  language  are  to  be  set  forth  and 
the  student  enabled  to  survey  the  chief  characteristics  of  the 
entire  family  of  speech. 

DEPARTMENT  OF  LATIN  LANGUAGE  AND  LITERATURE. 

Prof.   Paxton. 

For  admission  into  the  First  Year  Class  the  student 
must  have  an  accurate  knowledge  of  the  inflections  and  the 
general  principles  of  syntax,  and  must  be  able  to  translate 
into  idiomatic  English  Caesar's  Gallic  War,  Books  I  to  IV, 
and  Cicero's  Orations  against  Catiline,  or  an  equivalent. 

FIRST  YEAR. 

First  Term — Caesar's  Gallic  War,  Books  V  and  VI  or 
Sallust's  Catiline. 

Second  Term — Cicero's  Orations  and  Letters. 

Third  Term — Vergil  or  Ovid. 

During  the  first  and  second  terms  the  syntax  is  closely 
Uudied  in  the  grammar,  together  with  regular  exercises  in 
Latin  composition,  and  in  the  third  term  the  History  of 
Rome.  The  structure  and  the  recitation  of  the  dactylic 
verses  are  taught  in  this  class. 

Text-books :  Bennet's  Grammar  and  Composition, 
Kelsey's  Caesar,  Cicero,  etc.,  Myers'  History  of  Rome. 
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SECOND  YEAR. 

First  Term — Cicero's  Cato  de  Seiiectute  and  Laelius  de 
imicitia,  or  Selected  Letters. 

Second  Term — Horace's  Satires  and  Epistles. 

Third  Term — Livy's  History  of  Rome. 

The  study  of  the  syntax  is  continued,  with  regular  prac- 
tice in  composition  and  in  the  recitation  of  dactylic  and 
iambic  metres.  During  the  third  term  some  work  on  an 
important  period  of  Roman  history  will  be  read  by  the  class. 

THIRD   YEAR. 

First  Term — Livy  or  Cicero's  De  Oratore. 

Second  Term — Satires  of  Juvenal,  and  Odes  of  Horace 
vr  Catullus. 

Third  Term — Tacitus  or  Seneca. 

The  syntax  of  the  verb  and  the  case  relations  are 
horoughly  and  systemaitically  reviewed.  Exercises  in 
Latin  composition,  prepared  from  the  Latin  texts  by  the 
)rofessor,  are  written  every  week.  The  metres  employed 
:>y  authors  of 'the  classical  period  are  systematically  pre- 
)ented,  and  the  History  of  Roman  Literature  is  studied. 
Throughout  the  entire  course  much  time  is  devoted  to  sight- 
reading.  The  final  examination  will  be  partly  upon  the 
Latin  read  in  class,  and  partly  upon  passages  that  the  class 
has  not  read. 

Text-books  for  the  Second  and  Third  years,  Gilder- 
sleeve's  Grammar  and  Exercise-book,  Smith  &  Green- 
ough's  Horace,  and  any  approved  editions  of  the  other 
authors.     Bender's  Roman  Literature. 

THE    M.   A.   COURSE. 

The  candidate  for  M.  A.  will  continue  the  study  of  the 
syntax,  and  pursue  an  extensive  course  of  reading,  selected 
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largel}'  from  the  Archaic  Period  of  the  language.    He  must 
also  present  a  thesis  showing  original  investigation. 

Text-books  on  Syntax :     Peters'   Syntax   of  the   Verb, 
and  Latin  Case  Relations. 


DEPARTMENT  OF  CHEMISTRY. 

Prof.   Parks.  Mr.  Hall.  Mr.  Coleman. 

Sophomore  Year — Through  the  year,  two  lectures  a 
week  on  Elementary  Chemistry,  supplemented  by  recita- 
tions and  laboratory  work. 

The  work  in  the  laboratory  is  regarded  as  a  very  import- 
ant feature  of  this  as  of  all  other  courses  in  chemistry. 
The  students  perform  for  themselves  a  series  of  experiments 
bearing  on  the  subjects  of  the  lectures. 

Text-book :  Remsen's  Introduction  to  the  study  of 
Chemistry  (Briefer  Course). 

Junior  Year — Two  lectures  and  one  recitation  a  week 
on  Inorganic  Chemistry,  Mineralogy  and  Blow  Pipe  Analy- 
sis, in  continuation  of  the  course  of  the  previous  year. 

Laboratory  work  four  hours  weekly,  illustrating  the 
more  important  points  of  the  lectures.  Qualitative  analysis 
will  be  commenced  in  this  course. 

Senior  Year — Organic  Chemistry  three  times  weekly- 
through  first  term. 

Laboratory  work  eight  hours  weekly,  in  the  preparation 
of  carbon  compounds. 

Text-book  :     Remsen's  Organic  Chemistry. 

During  the  second  term  advanced  Inorganic  Chemistry 
will  be  considered,  with  laboratory  work  in  inorganic  prep- 
arations and  qualitative  analysis,  while  during  the  third  term 
the  subject  will  be  Theoretical  Chemistry,  with  laboratory 
work  in  quantitative  analysis. 
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Text-books  :  Remsen's  Inorganic  Chemistry  and  Rem- 
sen's  Theoretical  Chemistry. 

Reference  Books :  Roscoe  &  Schorlemmer's  Treatise 
on  Chemistry,  Richter's  Chemistry  (Inorganic  and  Or- 
ganic), Fresenius'  Quahtative  and  Quantitative  Analysis, 
Lothar  Meyer's  Modern  Theories  of  Chemistry,  Mendele- 
jeff's  Principles  of  Chemistry. 

DEPARTMENT  OF  BIOLOGY  AND  GEOLOGY. 

The  preparation  for  the  study  of  Geology  begins  in  the 
Freshman  year  with  Physical  Geography,  followed  by 
Physics,  Chemistry,  Mineralogy  and  Biology.  These  are 
required  before  beginning  Geology. 

Freshman  Year — First  Term,  Physical  Geography, 
three  times  weekly. 

Sophomore  Year — Biology  three  times  a  week  through 
the  year. 

Senior  Year — Geology  three  times  weekly,  the  second 
and  third  terms. 

PHYSIOLOGY. 

Dr.  Smith. 

The  Studies  of  this  department  embrace  a  course  of  lect- 
ures on  general  Physiology. 

The  minute  structures  of  the  tissues  of  the  body,  to- 
gether with  the  laws  which  govern  them,  will  be  fully  con- 
sidered. The  course  will  be  illustrated  by  diagrams,  prep- 
arations and  experiments. 

Text-book  :  Dalton's  Physiology  and  Hygiene,  or  Mar- 
tin's Human  Body. 

Books  of  Reference :  Foster's  Physiology  ;  Carpenter's 
Physiology;  Huxley's  Biology. 
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APPARATUS. 

A  full  set  of  the  Bock-Steger  Anatomical  and  Physiolog- 
ical Models  of  the  Human  Body  is  now  in  use.  New  appa- 
ratus of  the  most  improved  form  is  being  added  from  time 
to  time.  Arrangements  have  been  made  to  provide  a  well- 
equipped  dissecting-room  for  the  purpose  of  carrying  out 
experimentally  the  subject-matter  of  the  course.  Dissec- 
tions will  be  made  to  illustrate  the  field  of  comparative 
anatomy  and  physiology.  Practical  work  of  the  microscope 
will  be  included.  The  department  will  thus  be  rendered  a 
valuable  preparatory  school  for  those  students  who  propose 
making  the  practice  of  medicine  their  profession. 

DEPARTMENT  OF  MATHEMATICS. 
Prof.  Crooks. 

Candidates  for  admission  to  the  Freshman  Year  must 
have  gone  through  Quadratics  in  Wells'  University  Algebra 
or  in  some  text-book  of  equal  grade. 

Freshman  Year — \\^ells'  University  Algebra;  Phillips  & 
Fisher's  Geometry. 

Sophomore  Year — Phillips  &  Fisher's  Geometry ;  Wells' 
Plane  and  Spherical  Trigonometry;  Rowland's  Conic 
Sections. 

Junior  Year — Nichols'  Analytic  Geometry;  Hardy's 
Calculus. 

Senior  Year — Descriptive    Geometry,   Analytic    Geome- 
trv  of  Three  Dimensions,  and  advanced  work  in  Calculus. 
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DEPARTMENT  OF  PHYSICS  AND  ASTRONOMY. 

Prof    Parks.— Physics. 

Freshman  Year — Second  and  third  terms.  Elements 
A  Physics  introductory  to  Chemistry  and  preparatory  to 
the  advanced  Physics  of  the  Junior  Year. 

Junior  Year — University  Physics  with  Laboratory  work. 

Prof.   Barbour.— Astronomy. 

Senior  Year — First  term.  Young's  Astronomy,  the 
American  Ephemeris  and  Nautical  Almanac. 

Reference  Books :  Newcomb's  Popular  Astronomy, 
Langley's  New  Astronomy,  Miss  Clarke's  History  of  As- 
tronomy. 

Latitude  of  Richmond,  37°  44  39.6",  N. 

IvOngitude  of  Richmond,  84°  17'  51.6",  W.,  taken  by 
United  States  Coast  and  Geodetic  Survey. 

This  department  is  furnished  with  an  Alvan  Clark  Tele- 
scope and  a  Solar  Microscope.

Also  an  excellent  Sextant  and  a 
superior  Solar  Transit  Compass. 

DEPARTMENT  OF  ENGLISH  LANGUAGE  AND  LITERATURE, 

Prof.  Akers  and  Prof.  Chandler. 

First  Year — The  object  of  this  course  is  to  give  students 
thorough  instruction  and  drill  in  English  Grammar,  and  to 
/ay  the  foundation  for  advanced  work  in  Rhetoric  and  in 
English  Literature.  The  grammatical  work  presupposes 
1  common  school  acquaintance  with  Grammar,  and  prepar- 
/ition  for  it  depends  far  more  upon  the  character  of  the  in- 
struction that  has  been  had  than  upon  the  ground  gone 
over. 
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Text-books  :  Whitney's  Essentials  of  English  ;  Clark's 
Briefer  Practical  Rhetoric ;  Exercises  in  Composition. 

Second  Year — The  object  of  this  course  is  to  ground 
students  in  the  outlines  of  the  History  of  English  Literature 
and  to  give  them  such  acquaintance  with  a  few  masterpieces 
as  will  develop  a  literary  taste.  Some  grammatical  work  is 
done  in  the  early  part  of  the  course. 

Text-books :  Bain's  Composition  Grammar ;  Pancoast's 
Introduction  to  English  Literature ;  select  pieces  of  Litera- 
ture. 

Third  Year — The  object  of  this  course  is  to  introduce 
students  to  the  Flistorical  Study  of  Enghsh  and  to  the 
Science  of  Language. 

Text-books :  Cook's  First  Book  in  Old  English ; 
Sweet's  Second  Primer  of  Middle  English ;  Whitney's  Lan- 
guage and  the  Study  of  Language. 

Fourth  Year — Bright's  Anglo-Saxon  Reader;  some  of 
Shakespeare's  Plays  ;  Carson's  Introduction  to  Shakespeare. 
Select  Plavs. 


DEPARTMENT  OF  MODERN  LANGUAGES. 
Prof.  Akers.  Prof.  Green. 

The  aim  of  this  department  is  to  give  students  a  reading 
knowledge  of  French  and  German,  and  an  introduction  to 
their  literatures.  Hereafter  classes  will  be  started  in  French 
and  German  in  alternate  years  ;  the  time  that  has  been  given 
to  both  languages  will  be  given  to  each,  and  only  one  will 
be  required  for  graduation.  With  the  constant  publication 
of  texts,  it  is  not  practicable  to  name  in  advance  the  texts 
to  be  read.     Exercises  required  throughout  the  course. 

Grammars:  Whitney's  Practical  French  Grammar;  the 
Joynes-Meissner  German  Grammar. 
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Readers :  Rollins'  French  Reader ;  Joynes'  German 
Reader. 

Dictionaries:  Bellow's  French  Dictionary;  Whitney's 
German  Dictionary. 

During-  the  current  session  Prof.  Green  conducted  a 
class  in  conversational  German. 


MILITARY  DEPARTMENT. 
First  Lieut.  S.   P.  Vestal,  U.  S.  A. 

This  department  is  in  charge  of  the  Professor  of  Military 
Science  and  Tactics,  an  officer  of  the  regular  army,  detailed 
by  the  War  Department  for  the  purpose. 

Instruction  is  both  practical  and  theoretical.  The  stu- 
lent  on  entering  college  is  drilled  in  the  school  of  the  soldier, 
including  bayonet  exercise,  and  is  advanced,  successively,  to 
the  schools  of  the  company  and  battalion.  Recitations  in 
drill,  regulations,  guard  duty,  small  arms  firing  regulations 
will  be  held  and  lectures  on  military  subjects  will  be  given. 

BUSINESS  DEPARTMENT. 

Prof.   F.  A.   GaosECLOSE. 

There  being  a  great  demand  for  courses  of  Book- 
keeping, Penmanship,  Shorthand,  and  Typewriting,  Cen- 
tal University  has  been,  for  several  years,  conducting  such 
classes  in  most  of  her  University  schools.  Near  the  open- 
ing of  the  second  term  of  the  present  scholastic  year,  some 
special  classes  were  organized  in  Central  University  in  these 
branches,  and  being  so  well  patronized  it  has  been  decided 
to  open  a  regular  business  department  in  connection  with 
the  University,  in  which  shall  be  given  instruction  in  the- 
following  branches : 
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Book-keeping — Williams  &  Rogers  and  the  Ellis 
System. 

Commercial  Arithmetic. 

Business  Penmanship — Combined  Movement  System: 
— Zaner. 

Business  Law — Business  Forms  and   Correspondence.. 

Shorthand — Ben  Pitman. 

Typewriting — Business  Letters,  Legal  Forms,  etc. 

Spelling. 

The  design  is  to  place  this  department  on  a  firm  basis, 
and  with  this  end  in  view  teachers  of  unquestioned  ability 
will  be  placed  in  charge.  Every  advantage  offered  by  the 
modern  business  college  wall  be  incorporated,  and  students 
completing  a  course  or  courses  in  a  satisfactory  manner 
will  be  awarded  certificates  and  diplomas  under  seal  of  the 
University. 

Students  who  so  desire  will  be  admitted  to  the  business 
departm.ent  without  taking  studies  in  other  departments  of 
the  L^niversity.  Persons  who  desire  a  course  in  Stenogra- 
phy, and  who  are  deficient  in  English  education,  will  be 
assigned  to  a  suitable  English  class  without  extra  charge. 

There  are  many  advantages  to  be  derived  from  taking 
a  business  course  in  Central  University  wdiich  can  not  be 
had  in  the  ordinary  business  college.  A  few  of  these  are 
as  follows :  Matriculates  in  the  University  Business  De- 
partment will  be  upon  an  equal  footing  with  those  of  the 
other  departments  in  the  use  of  the  gymnasium,  grounds,. 
Y.  M.  C.  A.,  library,  etc.  They  will  also  be  eligible  to 
membership  in  the  literary  societies.  These  considerations, 
will  commend  themselves  to  all. 

In  the  Business  Department,  there  are  two  distinct 
courses  as  follows : 

I.     The  Business  Course  embraces  Book-keeping,  Com- 
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mercial    Law,    Commercial    Arithmetic,    Correspondence, 
Spelling,  and  Penmanship. 

2.     The   Shorthand    Course   consists    of    Phonography, 
Typewriting,  English,  Spelling,  and  Penmanship.

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PREPARATORY  DEPARTMENT. 


The  Studies  of  this  department  are  intended  to  meet  the 
wants  of  two  classes  of  students :  Those  who  desire  to  pre- 
pare for  college  and  those  who  may  desire,  by  a  year  or  two 
of  special  study,  to  fit  themselves  for  teaching  or  business. 

A  handsome  new  building  for  the  use  of  the  department 
has  been  erected.  It  contains  a  large  study  hall  seated 
with  single  desks,  convenient  recitation  rooms  and  all  the 
necessary  equipments  of  a  first-class  training  school. 

Professor  S.  J.  Sanderson,  principal,  and  two  assistants 
who  have  had  successful  experience  as  teachers,  will  give 
their  individual  attention  to  the  thorough  discipline  and  in- 
struction of  all  pupils  entering  the  department. 

FIRST  YEAR. 

Exercises  in  Reading  and  Writing  will  form  the  leading 
feature  of  the  work  in  English  for  the  first  year. 

The  selections  for  reading  will  be  of  a  character  suited  to 
form  a  taste  for  good  literature.

Students  not  taking  Latin  and  Greek  will  be  permitted 
to  take  an  additional  course  in  History,  English  and  Mathe- 
matics. They  will  also  have  the  opportunity  of  studying 
Book-keeping.  All  students  required  to  have  a  comple- 
ment of  studies. 

PHYSICAL  TRAINING. 

Careful  attention  will  be  given  to  the  physical  training 
of  the  students  in  this  department.  They  have  access  to  the 
Gymnasium,  and  will  be  required  to  go  through  daily  drills 
under  the  directions  of  an  instructor. 


MILITARY  DRILL, 

Military  drill  has  been  adopted  in  this  department,  the 
object  of  which  is  to  improve  the  health  and  physique  of 
students,  and  to  give  that  elementary  military  knowledge 
which  every  citizen  should  possess  that  he  may  render  in- 
telligent and  effective  aid  to  his  country  or  state  in  case  of 
war  or  riots. 

UNIFORM. 

A  uniform  consisting  of  cap,  jacket  and  trousers  of  gray 
cloth  will  be  used.  The  entire  suit  is  neat  and  serviceable, 
and  while  required  at  drills  may  be  used  on  any  occasion. 
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LITERARY  SOCIETY. 


Throughout  the  year  the  students  of  this  department  will 
be  carefully  trained  in  the  art  of  public  speaking,  in  the 
Juvenal  Literary  Society.  As  a  stimulus  to  careful  work 
a  gold  medal  is  offered  to  the  best  declaimer  in  each  of  the 
three  higher  grades,  as  determined  by  a  contest  held  at  the 
end  of  each  session. 
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ORIGIN  AND  PLAN  OF  THE  UNIVERSHY. 


The  wSouthern  Synod  of  Kentucky  purposing  to  establish 
an  institution  of  learning  of  high  order,  to  perpetuate  the 
design  of  the  fathers  in  the  establishment  of  Centre  College, 
which  had  been  lost  to  the  Synod,  it  was  judged  by  the 
friends  of  liberal  education  and  of  the  Presbyterian  Church 
in  Kentucky,  within  and  without  the  church,  a  favorable 
opportunity  for  securing  in  the  state  a  University  on  a  broad 
and  Christian  basis.  A  number  of  the  Alumni  of  Centre 
College  and  of  friends  of  learning  and  of  the  church,  there- 
fore, assembled  in  convention  at  Lexington  on  the  7th  of 
May,  1872,  and  having  organized  themselves  into  a  per- 
manent association,  on  the  following  day  tendered  to  the 
Synod  their  co-operation  for  establishing  such  an  institu- 
tion. The  ofifer  was  accepted  by  the  Synod,  and  a  joint 
committee  was  established  by  the  two  bodies  for  arranging 
details  and  prosecuting  an  endowment.  A  charter  was 
agreed  upon  by  the  committee  and  adopted  by  the  Synod 
and  the  Association.  The  sum  of  two  hundred  and  twenty 
thousand  dollars  was  subscribed  which,  though  regarded  as 
but  a  beginning,  was  judged  sufficient  to  justify  opening  an 
institution.  By  the  charter  the  donors  of  the  endowment 
own  and  control  the  University,  under  the  title  of 

THE  CENTRAL  UNIVERSITY  OF  KENTUCKY, 

And  they  elect  their  successors  from  among  the  Alumni  of 
the  institution  and  its  liberal  benefactors.  The  government 
of  the  University  and  the  management  of  its  funds  are  con- 
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fided  to  the  Chancellor  and  fifteen  Curators,  two-thirds  of 
whom  must  be  members  of  the  Alumni  Association.  The 
institution,  thus  placed  under  the  joint  auspices  of  the  Synod 
and  Association,  avoids,  it  is  believed,  the  dangers  which 
arise  from  exclusive  state  or  church  control. 


LOCATION, 

The  College  of  Philosophy,  Letters  and  Science  is  located 
at  Richmond,  a  city  of  five  thousand  inhabitants,  in  the 
midst  of  the  most  beautiful  rolling  and  fertile  portion  of  the 
bluegrass  region  of  Kentucky,  near  the  foothills  of  the  Cum- 
berland mountains,  at  an  elevation  of  five  hundred  feet  above 
the  Ohio  river. 

In  point  of  healthfulness,  this  locality  is  unsurpassed  by 
any  in  the  coimtry.  It  is  absolutely  free  from  malaria,  which 
complicates  nearly  every  disease.  In  winter  the  climate  is  of 
that  invigorating,  bracing  character  best  adapted  to  secure 
th"e  greatest  mental  and  physical  activity,  while  in  summer 
the  elevation  insures  cool  nights,  so  indispensable  to  com- 
fort and  rest. 

Richmond  is  situated  on  the  main  stem  of  the  Kentucky 
Central  railroad,  from  Cincinnati  to  Knoxville,  and  is  in 
direct  communication  with  the  Louisville  &  Nashville  rail- 
road at  Richmond  Junction,  and  with  the  Cincinnati  South- 
ern railroad  at  Nicholasville.  Passengers  leaving  Nashville, 
Chattanooga  and  Knoxville  arrive  at  Richmond  in  the  after- 
noon of  the  same  day.  The  Louisville  Southern  railroad 
has  been  completed  to  Richmond.  The  city  is  thus  an  im- 
portant railroad  center,  and  is  in  easy  and  rapid  communica- 
tion with  all  parts  of  the  country. 

The  University  grounds  adjoin  the  town  and  are  nearly 
a.  square,  one-fourth  of  a  mile  to  the  side. 
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The  buildings  are  equal  in  convenience  to  tliose  of  any 
college  in  the  country,  and  command  a  view  of  the  fertile 
region  for  many  miles  around  and  of  the  mountains  nearly 
or  quite  to  the  Tennessee  and  Virginia  hues. 

The  people  of  Richmond,  constituting  as  hospitable  and 
refined  a  community  as  any  country  can  claim,  open  their 
houses  to  students,  and  thus  throw  around  them  the  re- 
straints of  the  family  circle  and  the  influences  of  the  Chris- 
tian household. 

ADMISSION. 

Candidates  for  admission  into  any  class  a.re,  as  a  rule, 
required  to  pass  an  examination  on  the  studies  previously 
pursued  by  the  class,  or  their  equivalents.  But  students 
from  high  schools  of  recognized  good  standing,  if  certified 
to  have  completed  a  course  of  study  which  can  be  fairly  ac- 
cepted as  equivalent,  and  to  have  passed  satisfactory  exam- 
inations on  the  same,  will  be  received  on  trial  into  the 
Freshman  Class  without  examination,  if  they  desire  it. 

Candidates  for  admission  from  the  high  schools  of  the 
state  which  have  adopted  the  courses  of  study,  as  pubHshed 
by  the  Kentucky  Com.mittee  of  Ten,  or  are  working  to  that 
end,  wall  be  admitted  without  examination  to  the  class,  de- 
pending on  the  amount  of  work  done  previous  to  entrance. 

Candidates  for  admission  must  report  to  the  Chancellor 
and  to  the  President  of  the  Faculty  within  twenty-four  hours 
after  their  arrival. 

A  certificate  of  good  moral  character  will  be  demanded 
of  every  applicant;  and  if  from  another  institution  of  learn- 
ing, a  certificate  of  honorable  dismissal. 

Conditioned  students  will  be  required  to  make  up  their 
deficiencies  within  some  prescribed  time. 

It  is  very  important  that  every  student  be  in  his  place 
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on  the  first  day  of  the  term,  and  that  his  attendance  be  un- 
interrupted to  the  close. 

Women  are  admitted  on  the  same  terms  as  men.  For 
young  ladies  from  a  distance,  special  boarding  arrangements 
are  made  by  the  University. 

EXAMINATIONS. 

There  are  three  general  examinations  of  all  the  classes 
every  year. 

The  examinations  are  in  writing,  and  thorough.  The 
final  grade  is  determined  from  the  record  of  recitations  and 
the  marks  of  examination  papers.  The  student  is  thus 
encouraged  to  daily  preparation  for  the  class-room,  and  also 
to  the  permanent  acquisition  of  definite  knowledge. 

DISCIPLINE. 

The  government  of  the  Faculty  gives  judicious  scope  to 
the  development  of  true  manhood.  The  largest  freedom 
of  self-guidance  is  allowed  that  the  instincts  of  the  gentle- 
man demand,  but  no  conduct  will  be  allowed  that  abuses 
this  freedom.  Students,  on  matriculation,  obHgate  them- 
selves to  observe  the  regulations  adopted  by  the  Faculty 
for  the  government  of  the  institution.  No  student  is  al- 
lowed to  leave  the  town  during  the  session  without  the  per- 
mission of  the  Faculty,  or  to  withdraw  from  the  University 
until  regularly  dismissed. 

No  literary  society  may  be  established  without  the  ad- 
vice of  the  Faculty.  No  student,  while  in  attendance  on 
any  department,  shall  be  a  member  of  any  secret  society  or 
college  fraternity  unless  organized  by  consent  of  the 
Faculty. 

Billiards  and  card-playing  are  prohibited. 
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CIRCULAR  LETTERS. 


At  the  middle  and  end  of  every  term  a  circular  letter  is 
addressed  to  the  parent  or  guardian  of  each  student,  in 
which  is  stated  his  average  standing  in  scholarship,  together 
with  any  improper  conduct  requiring  particular  notice. 


RELIGIOUS. 

All  students  in  the  college  of  Philosophy,  Letters  and 
Science  are  required  to  attend  daily  morning  prayers  in  the 
chapel,  and  public  divine  service  in  some  one  of  the  churches 
each  Sabbath  morning.  Parents  are  requested  to  commu- 
nicate to  the  Faculty  what  church  they  desire  their  sons  to 
attend;  otherwise  the  Faculty  will  direct. 

YOUNG  MEN^S  CHRISTIAN  ASSOCIATION. 

This  society  is  in  successful  operation.  The  object  of  the 
Association  is  to  bring  new  students  under  moral  and  re- 
ligious influences,  and  furnish  opportunity  for  Christian 
effort  in  the  University. 

The  Association  is  addressed  from  time  to  time,  during 
the  session,  by  eminent  ministers  and  others. 

New  quarters  have  been  provided  for  the  sole  use  of  the 
Association,  which  the  ladies  of  Richmond  have  kindly 
furnished.  These  room.s  are  used  for  regular  weekly  devo- 
tional meetings,  and  are  supplied  with  a  good  selection  of 
periodical  and  other  literature.  Donations  of  books  and 
periodicals  will  be  gratefully  received. 
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LITERARY  SOCIETIES. 


Spacious  halls  in  the  University  building  have  been  as- 
signed to  the  two  literary  societies,  the  ''Epiphyllidian"  and 
the  "Philalethean."  The  debates  and  other  literary  exer- 
cises of  these  societies  are  valuable  auxiliaries  in  a  course  of 
mental  discipline  and  social  culture.  They  have  a  nucleus 
of  a  library,  and  will  be  grateful  for  any  contribution  to 
their  shelves  from  the  friends  of  learning.  Public  exercises 
are  held  on  the  226.  of  February,  and  the  final  celebration 
occurs  on  Tuesday  before  the  Commencement,  when  ora- 
tions are  delivered  by  three  representatives  of  each  society 
selected  from  the  Junior  class. 

LITERARY  MAGAZINE  AND  WEEKLY. 

The  students  of  the  University  publish  a  monthly  maga- 
zine, the  Atlantis,  which  furnishes  a  vehicle  for  literary  and 
journalistic  work. 

The  Central  News  is  a  weekly  paper,  with  an  editorial 
stafT  composed  of  students,  which  gives  all  University  news, 
social,  literary  and  athletic. 

ALUMNI  ASSOCIATION. 

The  Alumni  Association,  composed  of  a  number  of  the 
Alumni  of  Centre  College,  in  sympathy  with  the  Southern 
Synod  of  Kentucky  and  other  friends  of  learning,  was  or- 
ganized May  7,  1872.  By  the  charter  they  elect  their  own 
successors  from  the  donors  to  the  endowment  fund,  and 
from  the  Alumni  of  the  University.  The  annual  meeting 
will  be  held  on  Tuesday,  June  7th,  at  4  o'clock  p.  m.

ACTION  OF  THE  SYNOD. 

Report  of  the  'Permanent  Committee  to  Visit  Central 
University— October  27,  {898, 

To  the  Synod  of  Kentucky^  m  sessioyi  at  Carlisle  : 

Brethren :  The  committee  appointed  to  visit  Central 
University  respectfully  submits  the  following  report :  The 
members  of  your  committee  did  not  find  it  convenient  to 
visit  the  University  at  the  same  time,  but  our  chairman 
and  two  members  of  the  committee  went  to  Richmond  in 
June  and  were  present  at  the  closing  exercises.  Another 
member  of  the  committee  visited  the  institution  in  October. 
We  feel  sure  that  you  sympathize  with  us  in  the  regret  which 
we  feel  that  our  honored  chairman,  Rev.  T.  D.  Witherspoon, 
D.  D.,  was  taken  sick  on  his  visit  to  Richmond  in  June,  and 
that  he  is  again  prostrated  by  an  illness  which  prevents  his 
being  with  us  at  this  time.  He  has  long  been  intimately 
associated  with  Central  University,  and  has  given  the  in- 
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stitiition  the  benefit  of  his  wise  counsel  and  efficient  labor. 
He  would  have  found  pleasure  in  reporting  the  continued 
prosperity  of  the  institution  and  in  making  any  suggestions 
which,  in  his  judgment,  might  have  promised  to  add  to  its 
further  usefulness  and  efficiency. 

Through  the  kindness  of  Dr.  Blanton  and  his  associates 
the  fullest  opportunity  was  given  us  to  ascertain  the  true 
condition  of  the  University.  We  found  the  campus  and 
grounds  in  excellent  condition.  The  rolling  character  of  the 
land,  together  with  the  artificial  aids  which  have  been  pro- 
vided, insures  good  drainage.  The  large  number  of  trees 
and  the  abundance  of  bluegrass  add  much  to  the  beauty 
and  comfort  of  the  grounds.  The  extent  of  these  grounds 
is  such  as  to  furnish  ample  room  for  the  popular  field  sports. 
The  buildings  have  received  the  much-needed  repairs  and 
now  present  a  good  appearance.  The  second  story  of  the 
building,  in  which  the  Preparatory  Department  is  domiciled, 
has  been  fitted  up  for  the  accommodation  of  the  Young 
Men's  Christian  Association,  and  a  building  has  been  erected 
for  a  gymnasium.  This  will  be  well  furnished  and  ready 
for  use  within  a  few  days.  For  this  valuable  provision  for 
the  health  and  pleasure  of  the  students  we  are  chiefly  in- 
debted to  the  generosity  of  Mrs.  Sarah  A.  Miller,  of  Rich- 
mond, Ky. 

The  faculty  impressed  the  members  of  your  committee 
most  favorably  We  visited  them  in  the  recitation  rooms 
and  noted,  with  pleasure,  their  methods  of  instruction.  Dr. 
Edwin  L.  Green,  the  new  professor  of  Greek  and  German, 
received  his  training  at  the  Johns  Hopkins,  and  in  the 
school  room,  and  is  winning  for  himself  a  good  name  among 
students  and  professors  alike. 

The  course  of  study  is  extended  and  compares  favorably 
with  that  of  other  institutions. 
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The  past  year  was  prosperous.  The  number  of  students 
was  large  and  their  behavior  such  that  no  occasion  arose 
for  the  exercise  of  any  harsh  discipHne.  The  graduating 
class,  numbering  thirty,  was  the  largest  in  the  history  of 
the  institution. 

The  Law  College,  now  in  its  second  year,  shows  a  de- 
cided increase,  having  double  the  number  of  students  en- 
rolled last  year. 

The  religious  advantages  of  the  students  are  good.  Be- 
sides the  chapel  exercises,  the  students  maintain  a  flourish- 
ing Y.  M.  C.  A.,  and  attend  the  Sabbath  school  and  church 
services  in  the  city  churches.  The  pastor  of  our  own 
church  takes  a  special  interest  in  the  young  men,  and  the 
tide  is  turning  more  and  more  towards  the  church  of  which 
he  is  pastor. 

The  two  principal  needs  of  our  University  are  an  in- 
creased patronage  and  a  larger  endowment — more  students 
and  more  money.  To  secure  these  an  efficient  agent  is 
needed  who  shall  co-operate  with  the  Chancellor  in  his 
efficient  efforts  in  this  direction.  Such  an  agent  could  do 
much  in  the  field,  while  the  Chancellor  is  busy  in  his  office. 
It  is  recommended  that  the  board  be  authorized  to  employ 
such  a  man  whenever,  in  their  judgment,  the  way  is  clear. 

It  would  be  a  great  advantage  to  the  University  if  there 
could  be  erected,  in  the  center  of  the  campus,  a  large  build- 
ing, in  which  to  fit  up  a  commencement  hall  and  library 
rooms.  The  attention  of  benevolent  persons  of  means  is 
called  to  this  excellent  opportunity  of  aiding  the  cause  of 
higher  education  and  of  erecting  a  monument  to  their 
memory.  The  suggestions  herein  contained  are  respectfully 
referred  to  the  Synod  and  to  the  Board  of  Curators  for  con- 
sideration. We  have  already  an  institution  for  which  we 
are  thankful,  but  should  seek  to  make  it  more  and  more 
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:apable  of  meeting  the  demands  of  our  people  and  of  the 
imes  in  which  we  live.  We  recommend  that  the  following 
:ommittee  be  appointed  to  visit  the  University  during  the 
msuing  year:  Rev,  A.  S.  Mofifett,  D.  D. ;  Rev.  J.  C.  Mol- 
oy,  Rev.  Joseph  Rennie,  Rev.  B.  M.  Shive,  Rev.  H.  H. 
Sweets,  Elder  J.  J.  Harbison,  Dr.  Harvey  McDowell.

"riends  of  the  Institution  to  respond  to  its  urgent  needs. 

Mr.  A.  J.  Alexander,  of  Woodburn,  Ky.,  a  member  of 
;he  Board  of  Curators,  has  agreed  to  start  this  general 
movement  by  a  subscription  of  $8,500,  thus  completing 
:he  endovvrnent  of  the  Chair  of  Philosophy.  Rev.  Dr. 
rhomas  A.  Bracken  has  also  contributed  $2,000  to  this 
:und.  Other  large  individual  subscriptions  have  been 
secured. 

SCHOLARSHIPS. 

A  subscription  of  $1,000  endows  a  scholarship,  which 
entitles  the  subscriber  during  life  to  maintain  in  the  College 
Df  Arts  a  son,  or  some  poor  worthy  young  man,  without 
:harge  of  tuition  fee.

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There  are  scores  of  our  citizens  who  could  easily  sub- 
scribe a  scholarship,  thus  aiding  in  the  endowment  of  the 
University,  and  at  the  same  time  securing  the  benefit  of  edu- 
cation to  their  own  sons  or  those  who  are  not  able  to  pay 
for  it.

THE  LIBRARY, 

A  few  years  ago  the  University  came  into  the  possession 
of  a  very  valuable  collection  of  nearly  three  thousand  vol- 
umes, the  library  of  the  late  Rev.  R.  W.  Landis,  D.  D.,  of 
Danville,  and  bequeathed  by  him  to  this  institution. 

It  is  largely,  but  not  wholly,  composed  of  works  on 
theology,  and  is  regarded  as  the  most  valuable  private  col- 
lection of  standard  writers  of  the  Reformed  or  Calvinistic 
stamp  in  this  country. 
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In  consideration  of  this  valuable  gift,  and  in  deference  to 
Dr.  Landis'  cherished  wishes,  the  University  has  pubhshed 
his  celebrated  work  on  "Imputation  and  Original  Sin." 


PHYSICAL  CULTURE. 

Athletics* 

The  Athletic  Association  organized  by  the  students  with 
the  approval  of  the  Faculty,  takes  charge  of  general  out- 
door athletics,  such  as  baseball,  football,  track  athletics  and 
tennis.  The  general  management  of  the  Association  is  by 
a  committee  consisting  of  the  Chancellor  and  two  members 
of  the  Faculty,  three  students  and  one  resident  graduate 
student,  elected  by  the  Association. 

Each  person  playing  on  any  University  team  in  any 
match  game,  or  competing  in  inter-coUegiate  track  athletics, 
must  be  a  regularly  matriculated  student  in  the  University, 
a  member  of  the  Athletic  Association,  and  must  come 
under  the  amateur  rule. 

The  members  of  the  team  are  subject  to  the  discipline 
of  the  Faculty,  the  aim  being  to  hold  them  strictly  re- 
sponsible for  the  performance  of  their  academic  work,  and 
in  order  to  prevent  those  excesses  which  occasionally  arise 
from  the  imprudence  or  thoughtlessness  of  the  young  men. 

The  fee  for  membership  in  the  Athletic  Association  is 
$5.  The  membership  ticket  admits  to  all  games  played  by 
the  University  teams  on  the  campus  and  to  the  Gymna- 
sium. 

The  Milter  Gymnasium. 

During  the  year  a  new  Gymnasium  has  been  erected 
near  the  athletic  field,  for  which  we  are  chiefly  indebted  to 
the  generosity  of  Mrs.  S.  A.  Miller,  of  Richmond.  It  is  a 
handsome  and  substantial  building.     On  the  first  floor  are

baths,  closets,  dressing-rooms,  lockers,  etc.  The  main 
floor  is  an  unobstructed  space  70x40  feet,  equipped  with  the 
necessary  apparatus  comprizing  rowing  machines,  chest  ex- 
panders, parallel  and  horizontal  bars,  trapezes,  inclined  and 
horizontal  ladders,  spring-boards,  Indian,  clubs,  dumb 
bells,  etc. 

A  track  in  the  gallery  offers  opportunities  for  indoor 
practice  in  running. 

All  students  are  required  to  take  class  work  not  less 
than  two  hours  a  week  unless  excused  on  account  of  physi- 
cal disabiHty  after  examination  by  the  Medical  Director.

MEMORIAL  HALL, 

In  October,  1883,  the  Centennial  of  Presbyterianism  in 
Kentucky  was  celebrated  by  the  Synod  at  Harrodsburg. 

Presbyterianism  and  higher  education  have  been  so 
identified  throughout  the  whole  histotry  of  the  state  that  there 
could  have  been  no  appropriate  celebration  of  this  anni- 
versary in  vv^hich  the  cause  of  education  was  not  made 
prominent. 

In  order  to  leave  a  permanent  memorial  of  this  interest- 
ing epoch,  the  ladies  of  the  Southern  Presbyterian  Church 
undertook  to  raise  $20,000  for  the  erection  of  a  dormitory 
and  boarding  hall  on  the  grounds  of  the  University.  Their 
design,  which  was  to  cheapen  the  cost  of  education,  and 
thus  place  it  within  the  reach  of  a  large  number  of  students, 
has  been  fully  realized.  The  building,  a  handsome  three- 
story  brick,  a  model  of  convenience  and  comfort,  furnish- 
ing accommodations  for  more  than  fifty  young  men,  was 
completed  and  occupied  on  the  i8th  of  September,  1883. 
The  total  cost,  including  furniture,  was  about  $25,000. 
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Under  the  admirable  management  of  the  Matron,  Miss 
Lucy  McG.  Cloyd,  young  men  are  surrounded  by  all  the 
influences  of  a  refined  Christian  home. 

Disorderly  students  will  not  be  allowed  to  remain  as 
permanent  hoarders. 

EXPENSES, 

The  cost  of  board  in  Memorial  Hall  (including  furnished 
room,  servant's  attendance,  table  fare,  fuel  and  light)  will 
be  $120  for  the  session  of  forty  weeks,  payable  monthly  in 
advance.  The  rooms  are  large  and  well  ventilated,  and  no 
room  will  have  more  than  two  occupants. 

All  damage  done  to  a  room,  beyond  the  ordinary  wear 
and  tear,  must  be  made  good  as  soon  as  possible  at  the  ex- 
pense of  the  occupants.  This  provision  includes  all  break- 
age of  glass,  whether  by  accident  or  design. 

Students  desiring  to  board  in  Memorial  Hall  will  do  well 
to  make  early  application. 

Students  also  board  with  the  best  families  in  the  town  or 
adjacent  country  at  from  $2.50  to  $4  per  week.  This  is  in- 
clusive of  everything  except  washing,  which  is  had  at  from 
$1  to  $1.50  per  month.

Total  expenses  for  the  year,  including  tuition,  board  and  wash- 
ing, need  not  exceed  $160  to  $220  in  the  Preparatory  department, 
and  $130  to  $240  in  the  College,  exclusive  of  books. 
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Candidates  for  the  gospel  ministry  and  the  sons  of  all 
ministers  are  received  without  charge  for  tuition. 

The  incidental  and  laboratory  fees  are  required  of  all 
students. 

The  College  fees  are  due  at  the  beginning  of  the  session, 
and  must  be  settled  promptly. 

No  student  will  receive  a  diploma,  or  an  honorable  dis- 
mission, until  his  fees  are  paid.

The  Curators  are  pleased  to  announce  that  the  Hospital 
College  of  Medicine  has  taken  rank  with  the  best  medical 
schools  in  the  country.  Since  the  adoption  of  the  graded 
system  and  the  lengthened  period  of  study,  the  manifesta- 
tions of  prosperity  are  conspicuous.  Whilst  the  higher 
standards  of  requirement  both  for  admission  and  for  gradu- 
ation have  been  exacted,  the  number  of  students  in  attend- 
ance has  been  almost  doubled.  Proud  of  the  prestige  of 
their  alma  mater,  our  alumni  in  nearly  every  section  of  the 
country  have  signified  their  appreciation  in  a  manner  highly 
gratifying  to  the  management  of  the  institution. 

To  meet  the  growing  necessities  for  enlarged  facilities 
and  improved  methods,  new  buildings  were  erected  in  1893, 
md  already  it  has  become  necessary  to  make  enlargements 
and  to  increase  the  equipment  for  clinical  instruction. 

THE  GRAY  STREET  INFIRMARY, 

The  Faculty  has  purchased  property  fronting  on  Gray 
street,  and  running  back  to  the  rear  of  the  present  college 
Duilding,  separated  by  a  public  alley  twenty  feet  wide. 
Upon  this  property  a  hospital  of  modem  design,  three 
stories  high,  running  back  150  feet  to  the  alley,  has  been 
erected. 
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It  contains  four  wards  and  a  large  number  of  private 
rooms,  besides  a  clinical  amphitheater  of  the  most  recent 
design,  thoroughly  equipped  with  an  arena  for  aseptic  sur- 
gery and  a  seating  capacity  for  300  persons. 

The  new  infirmary  fronts  on  Gray  street,  noted  for  the 
quiet  elegance  of  the  homes  of  our  best  citizens.  There 
is  easy  access  through  the  rear  of  the  college  building  across 
the  alley,  directly  into  the  hospital. 

The  building  is  thoroughly  equipped  for  both  medical 
and  surgical  cases,  and  adds  greatly  to  the  superior  advan- 
tages enjoyed  by  the  classes  assembling  annually  in  this 
magnificent  institution. 

This  enlargement  of  the  facilities  of  the  Medical  Depart- 
ment is  accompanied  by  correspondingly  important  addi- 
tions to  the  facilities  now  enjoyed  by  the  Dental  Depart- 
ment, which  is  already  one  of  the  best  equipped  and  most 
flourishing  colleges  of  dentistry  in  this  country.

THE  LOUISVILLE  CITY  HOSPITAL. 

This  ho.spitai  stands  on  the  opposite  side  of  the  street 
from  the  College,  enabling  the  classes  to  attend  clinical  ex- 
ercises there  without  loss  of  time  from  their  other  studies. 
The  institution  has  recently  been  greatly  enlarged,  and  pro- 
vided with  newly  equipped  operating  and  dressing  rooms. 
It  con-tains  five  hundred  beds,  which  are  nearly  always  oc- 
cupied. The  amphitheater  has  been  entirely  remodeled  and 
equipped  with  the  best  devices  for  clinical  teaching. 

One  of  the  four  Resident  Internes  of  this  hospital  is  an- 
nually selected  from  our  graduating  class ;  a  position  much 
sought  after,  and  accorded  to  the  gentleman  who  graduates 
with  the  first  honors.

REQUIREMENTS  FOR  ADMISSION. 

Matriculates  who  do  not  furnish  evidence  of  sufficient 
preliminary  education  are  required  to  pass  an  examination 
in  English  and  Elementary  Physics,  or  Natural  Philosophy, 
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and  in  the  equivalent  of  one  year's  Latin.  Students  who 
have  not  already  studied  Latin  may  enter  and  take  Latin  as 
a  regular  study  during  their  Freshman  year. 

Graduates  of  literary  or  scientific  colleges,  academies  or 
high  schools,  or  who  have  passed  the  entrance  examination 
to  a  literary  college  in  g^ood  repute ;  who  have  a  county  or 
state  teacher's  certificate ;  graduates  in  medicine ;  previous 
matriculates  of  this  college,  and  students  who  desire  to  pur- 
sue a  special  course  of  study — other  than  for  the  purpose 
of  securing  the  degree — will  be  exempt  from  this  exami- 
nation. 

Students  who  have  completed  a  full  course  of  study 
equivalent  to  that  required  for  admission  to  this  college  may 
be  admitted  on  the  certificate  of  their  instructors. 

Gentlemen  are  advised  to  secure  the  documentary  evi- 
dence of  preliminary  education  and  of  good  moral  stand- 
ing before  coming  to  the  College. 

REQUIREMENTS  FOR  GRADUATION. 

1.  All  candidates  for  the  degree  of  Doctor  of  Medicine 
must  have  attained  the  age  of  twenty-one  years,  and  be  of 
good  moral  character. 

2.  They  must  furnish  satisfactory  evidence  of  having 
studied  medicine  for  at  least  four  years,  and  have  attended 
four  courses  of  graded  instruction,  of  not  less  than  six 
months  each,  in  four  separate  years,  in  a  reputable  college, 
the  last  one  of  which  must  have  been  in  this  institution. 

3.  All  candidates  for  final  examination  must  have  com- 
plied with  the  foregoing  rules,  and  have  paid  in  full  all 
college  fees.  The  examination  fee  must  be  paid  to  the  Dean 
thirty  days  before  the  date  of  the  beginning  of  the  final  ex- 
aminations ;  and,  under  no  circumstances,  will  this  fee  be 
returned  to  the  student. 
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REDUCTION  OF  FEES. 

1.  The  established  fees  for  the  exercises  of  the  regular 
session,  except  the  matriculation  fee,  graduation  fee,  fee 
for  dissection  and  laboratory  fees,  will  be  reduced  one-half 
to  graduates  of  not  less  than  three  years'  standing  of  other 
colleges. 

2.  The  same  fees  will  be  remitted  altogether  to  Alumni 
of  this  College.

Regular   Session  begins  the  First  Day  In  December,  1899,  and  Con- 
tinues Selyen  Months. 


The  Board  of  Curators  of  the  Central  University  of  Ken- 
tucky, recognizing  the  superior  advantages  offered  by  the 
city  of  Louisville  for  the  establishment  and  maintenance  of 
a  Dental  College,  has  established  a  Dental  Department  in 
the  buildings  of  the  Hospital  College  of  Medicine,  and  in 
doing  so  has  spared  neither  expense  nor  pains  to  place  the 
new  department  upon  an  equal  plane  with  any  other  similar 
institution  in  the  country. 


THE  NEW  COLLEGE  BUILDING, 

The  handsome  and  elegantly  arranged  new  building  is 
fitted  out  with  an  equipment  for  the  scientific  teaching  of 
dentistry  surpassed  by  no  institution  in  the  country.  Like 
institutions  in  other  cities  have  been  visited  and  their  inside 
workings  carefully  noted,  and  all  their  modern  appoint- 
ments secured  in  this  institution  for  the  comfort  and  con- 
venience of  the  student  in  his  study.  Every  department  of 
instruction  is  so  arranged  as  to  facilitate  work  and  at  the 
same  time  enable  the  student  to  pass  from  one  department 
to  another  without  traversing  many  flights  of  stairs  and  dark 
hallwavs.     This    building-    is    located    on    Chestnut    street 
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directly  opposite  the  City  Hospital,  where  students  are  al- 
lowed to  attend  operations  in  oral  surgery  by  the  Faculty. 

Situated  on  the  south  side  of  the  street,  and  having  the 
windows  facing  the  north,  the  infirmary  and  laboratory  are 
free  from  the  glaring  sun,  and  at  the  same  time  receive  ample 
and  magnificent  light  for  their  work.  Every  part  of  the 
building  is  elegantly  lighted  and  ventilated,  so  that  how- 
ever far  awav  from  the  window  a  student  mav  be  the  lisrht 
will  be  sufficient  for  his  work. 

The  Faculty  has  been  chosen  with  a  view  to  the  especial 
fitness  of  each  man  for  the  position  he  is  to  occupy,  and 
embraces  men  capable  as  teachers  and  eminent  in  the  pro- 
fession. 

The  Dental  Department,  being  directly  connected  with 
the  Medical  Department,  affords  to  the  dental  student  rare 
opportunities  to  combine  a  medical  and  dental  education. 
In  the  present  advanced  state  of  the  profession  of  dentistry, 
and  the  higher  qualification  exacted  of  its  members,  a 
knowledge  of  general  medicine  makes  the  acquirement  of 
the  degree  of  Doctor  of  Medicine  almost  essential  to  the 
success  of  those  who  would  practice  dentistry. 

The  curricula  of  the  two  departments  are  so  arranged 
that  the  graduate  of  one  may  acquire  the  degree  of  the  other 
by  taking  one  additional  course  of  instruction  in  that  de- 
partment. The  student  desiring  to  take  advantage  of  this 
offer  must  notify  the  Dean  at  the  beginning  of  the  second 
term. 

The  City  Hospital,  the  largest  institution  for  the  care  of 
the  sick  in  the  city,  is  directly  opposite  the  College.  Its 
wards  are  at  all  times  open  to  the  students  of  this  College, 
and  frequent  opportunities  of  witnessing  surgical  opera- 
tions are  enjo3^ed  by  the  class,  thus  giving  the  dental  student 
much  valuable  instruction. 
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The  supply  of  clinical  material  can  safely  be  relied  upon, 
and  each  student  will  have  ample  opportunity  for  practice 
in  every  class  of  dental  art. 

The  high  standard  of  excellence  which  has  long  charac- 
terized the  Hospital  College  of  Medicine,  and  made  that 
institution  so  justly  famous,  is  maintained  in  the  Depart- 
ment of  Dentistry,  which  is  a  sufficient  guarantee  that  the 
graduates  of  this  school  will  be  fully  equipped  to  become 
eminent  in  their  profession. 

REQUIREMENTS  FOR  ADMISSION, 

The  College  is  a  member  of  the  National  Association  of 
Dental  Faculties,  and  is  governed  by  its  rules. 

The  candidate  must  submit  to  a  preliminary  examination 
in  those  branches  v/hich  go  to  make  up  a  good  English 
education. 

Satisfactory  proof  of  having  graduated  from  a  reputable 
college,  high  school  or  literary  institution,  a  diploma  or  a 
first  grade  teacher's  certificate  will  exempt  the  candidate 
from  such  examination. 

Before  submitting  to  an  examination,  the  candidate  must 
pay  to  the  Dean  the  matriculation  and  lecture  fees  in  full. 
In  case  of  rejection,  money  so  paid  will  be  refunded  without 
delay. 

The  candidate  must  be  prepared  to  submit  to  the  Dean 
of  the  College  satisfactory  evidence  of  good  moral  character. 

SESSIONS. 

The  next  regular  session  of  the  Louisville  College  of 
Dentistry,  Dental  Department  of  the  Central  University  of 
Kentucky,  will  begin  the  first  day  in  December,  1899,  and 
continue  seven  months. 
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COURSE  OF  STUDY. 

The  course  of  study  in  this  department  will  embrace  all 
subjects  directly  pertaining  to  the  science  and  art  of  den- 
tistry, and  such  collateral  branches  as  are  required  of  first 
course  medical  students. 

The  plan  of  instruction  is  systematically  graded  to  meet 
the  requirements  of  the  uniform  standard  established  by 
the  National  Association  of  Dental  Faculties. 


REQUIREMENTS  FOR  GRADUATION. 

To  obtain  the  degree  of  Doctor  of  Dental  Surgery,  the 
candidate  must  have  attained  the  age  of  twenty-one  years ; 
he  must  have  attended  three  full  courses  of  lectures,  the  last 
of  which  must  have  been  at  this  College;  he  must  pass  a 
satisfactory  examination  in  all  the  branches  especially  re- 
lating to  dentistry;  he  must  deposit  in  the  museum  of  the 
College  a  creditable  specimen  of  prosthesis. 

GRADUATION  IN  MEDICINE. 

Graduates  in  the  Dental  Department  may  obtain  the 
degree  of  M.  D.,  by  attending  two  additional  sessions  and 
passing  satisfactory  examination  in  the  Medical  Department 
of  the  University. 

BOARDING. 

Board  can  be  obtained  near  the  College  at  from  $3  to  $5 
3  week,  in  the  best  families.  Students  are  invited  to  call 
upon  the  Dean  immediately  upon  their  arrival,  that  he  may 
be  able  to  assist  them  in  procuring  comfortable  homes. 
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INSTRUMENTS. 

Each  student  will  be  required  to  furnish  his  own  instru- 
ments, a  list  of  which  can  be  had  by  application  to  the  Dean 
of  the  Faculty.  An  outfit  can  be  had  suitable  for  college  use, 
adapted  to  after-practice,  at  from  $30  to  $75.

The  charter  of  Central  University  provides  for  the  estab- 
lishment of  an  institution  of  the  highest  order,  which  should 
include  a  College  of  Philosophy,  Letters  and  Science,  a 
College  of  Medicine,  a  College  of  Dentistry  and  a  College 
of  Law.  Three  of  these  colleges  have  been  long  established 
and  on  October  i,  1897,  the  College  of  Law  was  opened  for 
the  reception  of  students.  The  school  will  open  on  October 
3.  1898. 

FACULTY. 

The  Law  Faculty  has  been  filled  by  the  appointment  to 
its  professorship  of  William  Chenault,  LL.  D.,  and  Richard 
W.  Miller,  A.  B.,  LL.  B. 

Prof.  Chenault,  who  has  been  placed  at  the  head  of  the 
department,  was  for  some  years  a  law  professor  and  lecturer 
in  the  University  of  Louisville,  and  is  well  known  through- 
out the  South  and  West  as  one  of  the  leading  law  teachers 
of  the  country. 

Prof.  Richard  W.  Miller  is  a  graduate  of  Central  Univer- 
sity and  of  the  vSchool  of  Law  of  Yale  College.  He  is  a 
prominent  lawyer  of  the  Richmond  bar,  of  broad  and  liberal 
culture,  and  justly  ranks  as  one  of  the  most  scholarly  and 
able  of  the  young  attorneys  of  Central  Kentucky.  His  pro- 
fessional attainments  thoroughly  equip  him  for  the  chair  to 
which  he  has  been  appointed. 
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DEPARTMENT  OF  POLITICAL  SCIENCE  AND  CIVICS. 

J.  V.  Logan,  LL.   D. 

Economics  and  Civics — In  Economics  the  aim  will  be  to 
familiarize  the  student  with  the  elementary  principles  of  the 
science.  Economic  problems  will  be  treated  in  both  their 
philosophical  import  and  practical  methods.  The  funda- 
mental questions  of  capital,  labor  and  wages,  money  and 
currency,  taxation,  free  trade,  and  restraint  of  trade  will  re- 
ceive consideration  in  adaptation  to  our  own  time. 

In  Civics  the  historical  and  comparative  method  will  be 
pursued,  tracing  the  origin  of  government  and  the  develop- 
ment of  political  institutions ;  exhibiting  the  correspond- 
encies in  governmental  structure  and  political  procedure,  as 
also  the  differences  arising  from  racial  and  national  charac- 
teristics. The  ethical  relations  of  the  governing  and  the 
governed;  the  administration  and  the  commonwealth;  the 
state  and  the  citizen  will  have  particular  consideration. 

COURSE  OF  STUDY, 

The  course  of  study  is  as  follows : 

Junior  Class — Blackstone's  Commentaries  (Lewis'  Ed- 
ition preferred) ;  Lawson  on  Contracts,  Stephen  on  Plead- 
ing, Bigelow  on  Torts,  Greenleaf  on  Evidence,  Vol.  i ; 
Norton  on  Bills  and  Notes,  Political  Science. 

Senior  Class — Teideman  on  Real  Property,  Barton's 
Suit  in  Equity,  Bispham  on  Equity,  Clark's  Criminal  Law, 
Elliott  on  Corporations,  Civics. 

Methods  of  Instruction — The  methods  of  instruction  will 
be  by  recitation, lecture  and  case  study,  with  frequent  quizzes 
and  reviews  in  the  different  studies  of  the  course.  The 
great  aim  will  be  to  impart  both  a  theoretical  and  practical 
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knowledge  of  the  law,  and  to  fit  the  student  for  practice. 
Much  use  will  be  made  of  the  blackboard  in  drawing  nego- 
tiable instruments,  contracts,  wills,  leases,  deeds,  mortgages 
and  other  important  documents,  and  in  illustrating  the  prin- 
ciples of  law  involved  in  the  lessons.  Carefully  selected 
cases  published  by  the  West  Publishing  Co.  are  used  in  con- 
nection with  the  text-books. 

The  University  Court — The  University  Court  is  made 
the  forum  for  the  discussion  of  questions  of  pleading  and 
practice  and  the  means  of  familiarizing  the  student  with  the 
routine  of  court  work.  Its  Judge,  Clerk,  Sheriff  and  law 
ofBcers  are  required  to  prepare  their  records  with  legal  ac- 
curacy. The  court  is  so  conducted  as  to  furnish  special 
facilities  for  the  study  of  practice  in  all  its  branches,  includ- 
ing the  preparation  of  briefs,  pleadings,  and  the  drawing  of 
all  sorts  of  legal  papers. 

All  the  departments  of  study  in  the  College  of  Phi- 
losophy, Letters  and  Science  are  open  to  students  of  Law 
without  charge. 

PRIZES. 

Two  prizes  will  be  awarded  at  the  close  of  the  collegiate 
year,  as  follows : 

To  that  member  of  the  Junior  Class  who  stands  the  best 
examination  in  the  Junior  course,  a  copy  of  Andrews'  Ste- 
phens' Pleading. 

To  that  member  of  the  Senior  Class  who  submits  the 
best  Thesis  on  a  subject  to  be  selected  by  the  Faculty,  a 
copy  of  Cooley's  Blackstone. 

EXPENSES. 

Tuition  in  the  College  of  Law  for  the  entire  scholastic 
year  is  seventy  ($70)  dollars,  forty  dollars  payable  at  the 
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Opening  of  the  session,  thirty  dollars  payable  at  the  opening 
of  the  second  term.  A  graduation  fee  of  five  dollars  will 
be  charged.

The  ninth  year  of  instruction  in  the  S.  P.  Lees  Colle- 
giate Institute  will  begin  on  September  5,  1899,  and  close 
May  30,  1900.  The  oldest  of  the  high  schools  of  Central 
University,  this  institution  enters  upon  the  ninth  3^ear  of 
its  career  with  its  prospects  for  usefulness  brighter  than 
ever  before.  It  has  added  to  its  faculty  strong  and  active 
men,  and  is  better  equipped  than  at  any  period  of  its  ex- 
istence. 

The  institution  may  well  point  with  pride  to  those  who 
have  received  educational  training  within  its  walls.  Many 
of  them  are  holding  responsible  positions  and  have  made 
enviable  reputations  in  their  various  callings,  and  collect- 
ively have  developed  a  degree  of  worth  and  usefulness  which 
reflects  the  highest  credit  upon  the  school. 

The  growth  of  the  institution  has  been  marvelous  from 
the  beginning.  Having  begun  with  a  small  number,  it  has 
gradually  increased  until  the  past  year,  when  the  buildings 
were  filled  to  their  utmost  capacity. 

NEW  COLLEGE  BUILDING. 

Mrs.  S.  P.  Lees,  of  New  York  City,  whose  love  for  her 
native  state  has  been  shown  in  so  many  ways,  and  who  has 
been  the  unfailing  friend  of  the  institution  since  its  reorgan- 
ization, making  annual  contributions  to  its  support,  has 
generously  given  $5,000  toward  the  erection  of  a  new  college 
building,  payable  whenever  an  additional  sum  of  $5,000 
has  been  secured.     Mrs.  N.  F.  McCormick,  of  Chicago,  has 
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also  contributed  $5,000  on  condition  that  an  additional 
$5,000  be  contributed  by  the  citizens  of  Kentucky.  This  was 
to  aid  in  the  establishment  of  a  Manual  Training  School. 
The  whole  amount  was  secured  and  the  buildings  were 
erected  during  the  past  year,  and  were  ready  for  use  at  the 
opening  of  the  session  of  1897-8. 

In  recognition  of  the  generous  gifts  of  these  noble  wo- 
men, the  name  of  the  Institute  has  been  changed  and  it  will 
hereafter  be  known  as  "The  S.  P.  Lees  Collegiate  Institute," 
and  the  new  department  of  manual  training,  when  estab- 
lished, wnll  be  known  as  "The  N.  F.  McCormick  School  of 
Manual  Training." 

The  new  building,  with  its  large  chapel,  seven  recitation 
rooms,  two  society  halls,  library,  offices,  workshop — all 
heated  by  hot  air  and  lighted  by  gas — is  the  handsomest  and 
most  complete  college  structure  in  Eastern  Kentucky. 

LOCATION. 

Jackson,  the  county  seat  of  Breathitt,  is  beautifully  situ- 
ated on  high  ground,  on  the  North  Fork  of  the  Kentucky 
River,  and  is  noted  not  only  as  a  central  point  in  the  moun- 
tains, but  also  for  the  healthfulness  of  its  climate  and  the  in- 
expensiveness  of  living. 

Enjoying  the  good  results  of  churches  and  Sabbath 
schools,  prohibition  and  the  rigid  enforcement  of  laws, 
Jackson  is  indeed  highly  favored  as  a  college  town,  and  has 
justly  been  styled  the  "Athens  of  the  Mountains."

The  Music  Department  is  in  charge  of  a  teacher  of  dis- 
tinguished musical  talent  and  accomplishment,  and  who 
brings  to  us  the  very  highest  endorsement  as  to  qualifica- 
tions and  ability.  To  those  who  are  taking  other  studies, 
only  two  lessons  per  week  will  be  given,  with  one  hour  of 
practice  on  instrument  per  day ;  but  anyone  taking  less  than 
full  work  in  other  departments  may  take  a  corresponding 
greater  amount  of  music.  Careful  attention  is  given  to 
voice  culture.  In  instrumental  music  lessons  will  be  given 
on  the  piano  and  organ.

PHYSICAL  TRAINING. 

Careful  attention  will  be  given  to  the  Physical  Training 
of  all  students. 

For  young  men  and  boys,  besides  the  miHtary  drill,  base- 
ball, football  and  gymnastics  are  encouraged;  the  object 
being  to  improve  the  health  and  physique  of  the  students, 
and  thus  enable  them  to  do  better  work  at  their  studies. 
For  the  young  ladies  daily  exercises  in  calisthenics  are  held. 
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READING  ROOM. 

Among  the  prominent  features  of  the  institution  is  the 
splendid  library  and  reading-room.  The  library  consists 
of  one  thousand  five  hundred  volumes,  to  which  all  pupils 
have  daily  access  for  reading  and  reference.  Each  pupil 
above  the  Primary  Grade  is  required  to  read  from  two  to 
four  volumes  per  term — standard  works  recommended  by 
the  professor  of  English — on  which  he  is  questioned  at  the 
final  examination  of  the  term.  The  reading-room  contains 
the  leading  daily  and  weekly  papers  of  the  state,  and  a  num- 
ber of  the  best  magazines,  and  is  open  to  pupils  at  all  hours 
of  the  day.  Provision  has  been  made  to  add  a  large  num- 
ber of  books  during  the  ensuing  year. 


LITERARY   SOCIETIES. 

There  are  two  literary  societies  in  connection  with  the 
institute,  the  Periclean  and  the  Ciceronian,  and  all  students 
above  the  Intermediate  Department  will  be  assigned  to  one 
of  these  on  entrance.  The  societies  are  presided  over  by 
one  of  the  professors,  and  in  them  the  young  men  are 
taught  the  art  of  public  speaking  in  a  practical  manner,  by 
debate  and  other  oratorical  exercises,  and  the  young  ladies 
present  recitations  and  essays,  and  give  musical  entertain- 
ments. Washington's  birthday  will  be  observed  by  these 
societies.  Contests  for  m-edals  and  prizes  in  oratory  and 
recitation  are  held  throughout  the  year. 
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SESSIONS  AND  RECESSES, 

There  will  be  a  session  of  thirty-nine  weeks,  which  will 
be  divided  into  three  terms  of  thirteen  weeks  each.  There 
will  be  a  recess  of  one  week,  including  the  holidays  of 
Christmas  and  New  Year's  day.  Thanksgiving  day  and 
226.  of  February  will  be  observed  as  national  holidays. 


BOARDING, 

The  Little  Hall,  named  in  honor  of  Mr.  and  Mrs.  C.  J. 
Little,  is  a  model  for  space,  architectural  beauty  and  con- 
venience, and  is  handsomely  furnished  by  various  churches 
in  the  state.  Rooms  are  large,  well  lighted  and  heated  by 
hot  air  furnace.  Only  two  occupants  are  allowed  to  any 
one  room,  and  no  better  place  for  thorough  study  can  be 
found.  The  Hall  hereafter  will  be  occupied  by  members  of 
the  Faculty  and  young  ladies.  All  the  young  ladies  from  a 
distance  will  be  expected  to  make  their  homes  in  the  Hall, 
unless  excused  or  otherwise  arranged  for  by  the  Faculty. 

The  "Steele  Cottage,"  named  in  honor  of  two  deceased 
sons  of  Mr.  and  Mrs.  John  Steele,  of  Jessamine  county,  is 
open  for  the  boarding  of  young  men  and  boys.

DEPARTMENT  OF  MILITARY   SCIENCE. 

After  several  years'  experience  with  the  Military  Drill  in 
the  University  and  its  High  Schools,  the  many  advantages 
it  affords  students  have  been  so  manifest  that  it  has  been 
adopted  as  a  permanent  feature  of  the  Institute.  It  is  here 
conducted  in  such  a  way  that  the  full  benefits  arising  there- 
from are  derived,  yet  without  the  rigor  of  military  discipline. 
The  Drill  cultivates  a  manly,  erect  carriage  as  does  no  other 
exercise,  provides  just  the  right  amount  of  proper  physical 
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recreation,  at  the  same  time  quickening  the  mental  faculties, 
improving  the  power  of  attention  and  elevating  generally 
the  tone  of  school  discipline.  Aside  from  imparting  that 
elementary  military  knowledge  which  every  citizen  should 
possess,  it  also  allows  for  greater  economy  in  the  matter  of 
clothing.  One  neat,  well-fitting  uniform  will,  with  care, 
last  two  seasons  for  all  regular  use.  The  guns,  belt's,  etc., 
are  furnished  by  the  U.  S.  Government.  We  would  strongly 
urge  the  advantage  of  this  feature,  which  adds  no  expense 
whatever  to  tuition  in  the  Institute. 


LOCATION, 

The  Charter  of  the  Central  University  of  Kentucky  pro- 
vides for  the  establishment  of  six  preparatory  schools  under 
the  auspices  of  the  University.  The  Board  of  Curators, 
having  accepted  the  liberal  offer  of  the  citizens  of  EHzabeth- 
town  and  Hardin  county,  has  located  the  second  one  of 
these  University  schools  in  Elizabethtown.  The  design  is 
to  furnish  to  the  people  of  Hardin  and  surrounding  counties 
a  training  school  second  to  none  in  the  country — one  that 
will  give  the  best  mental  and  moral  training  and  prepare  its 
pupils  for  practical  business  life,  or  higher  classes  of  college 
or  universitv. 

With  this  view  the  curriculum  of  study  has  been  carefully 
prepared  to  meet  the  wants  of  the  two  classes  of  students ; 
those  who  wish  to  complete  their  education  in  the  high 
schools,  and  those  who  desire  to  prepare  themselves  for 
college  or  university  courses. 

Upon  a  beautiful  campus  of  seven  acres  elegant  build- 
ings with  all  the  necessary  equipments  of  a  first-class  train- 
ing-school have  been  erected.  Session  begins,  Monday, 
September  it,  1899. 
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Experienced  and  skillful  teachers,  having  the  best  inter- 
est of  the  pupil  at  heart,  are  employed,  and  nothing  is  spared 
to  establish  here  as  good  a  school  as  can  be  found  anyw^here. 

The  location  of  the  school  is  most  fortunate.  Elizabeth- 
town  is  a  town  of  3,000  inhabitants,  on  the  main  line  of  the 
L.  &  N.  R.  R.,  at  the  junction  of  the  Illinois  Central  R.  R., 
forty  miles  from  Louisville,  and  accessible  to  all  parts  of 
the  state.     Trains  are  passing  at  all  hours  of  the  day. 

In  point  of  healthfulness,  Elizabethtown  is  unsurpassed 
by  any  town  in  the  country. 

The  people  are  hospitable  and  refined,  and  have  opened 
their  houses  to  students  and  thus  thrown  around  them  the 
restraints  of  the  family  circle  and  the  influence  of  the  Chris- 
tian household. 


SCHOOL  OF  ELOCUTION  AND  PHYSICAL  CULTURE,

Pupils  will  be  encouraged  to  study  selections  from  the 
best  authors.  Reading,  recitations  and  pantomimic  ex- 
pressions will  be  given  during  the  course,  and  selections  will 
be  made  to  suit  the  abihty  of  the  pupil. 

MUSIC. 

The  department  is  in  charge  of  a  teacher  of  distinguished 
musical  talent  and  accomplishment,  and  who  has  had  ex- 
tensive experience  and  pre-eminent  success  in  teaching.

ferent parts  of  the  state.  The  object  of  the  Middlesboro 
University  School,  as  of  those  established  at  Richmond, 
Jackson  and  Elizabethtown,  is  to  furnish  to  the  people  of 
this  section  of  the  state  the  best  physical,  mental  and  moral 
training  for  their  children. 

Experience  proves  the  wisdom  of  offering  the  best  in 
everything.  In  opening  this  new  University  School  to  the 
people  of  Middlesboro  and  Southeastern  Kentucky,  we  pro- 
pose to  ofifer  them  the  best  in  location,  in  climate,  in  sanita- 
tion, in  fare  and  in  physical,  mental  and  moral  instruction. 
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Our  appeal,  therefore,  is  to  that  class  of  parents  who  are 
satisfied  only  with  the  best,  rather  than  that  which  is 
cheapest.  But  as  a  matter  of  fact  the  charges  are  most 
reasonable — ^$140  to  $150  pays  for  tuition,  board,  lights,  fuel, 
lodging,  military  and  gymnastic  instruction  for  the  session.

Middlesboro,  although  founded  less  than  ten  years  ago, 
has  developed  into  a  city  of  5,000,  and  is  a  marvel  of  public 
spirit  and  enterprise.  For  healthfulness  and  beauty  of  lo- 
cation it  is  not  surpassed  by  any  city  in  the  land  ;  and  a  more 
intelligent,  public-spirited  and  hospitable  people  can  not  be 
found.  Situated  on  the  two  great  trunk  lines  of  the  South — 
the  Louisville  &  Nashville  and  Southern  Railroads — the 
city  is  in  easy  and  rapid  communication  with  all  parts  of  the 
country. 

BUILDINGS. 

The  citizens  of  Middlesboro  have  expressed  their  inter- 
est in  higher  education  by  generously  donating  to  the  Uni- 
versity a  very  handsome  and  commodious  building  located 
on  the  Arthur  Heights,  which  is  the  most  beautiful  and  at- 
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tractive  part  of  the  city.  This  elegant  building,  erected  a 
few  years  ago  at  a  cost  of  $18,000,  besides  halls,  parlors, 
dining  room  and  kitchen,  contains  forty  lodging  rooms. 
The  whole  building  is  supplied  with  pure  water,  is 
lighted  by  electricity  and  heated  by  steam.  A  large  new 
study  hall  is  in  course  of  erection.  This  will  be  well  Hghted 
and  heated ;  supplied  with  blackboards  and  seated  with 
single  desks.  The  whole  building  will  be  put  in  thorough 
repair  and  provided  with  all  the  necessary  equipments  of  a 
first-class  training  school. 


MILITARY  DRILL. 

Those  who  prize  a  full  education — an  education  physical 
as  well  as  mental — will  be  glad  to  know  that  the  Middlesboro 
School  is  to  be  a  Military  School.  The  value  of  this  feature 
has  been  proved  wherever  military  training  has  been  given  a 
prominent  place  in  the  school.  It  is  not  intended  to  make 
soldiers  of  the  pupils ;  but  it  is  intended  that  they  shall  reap 
the  benefits  of  the  drill  in  the  erect  and  graceful  carriage, 
promptness  of  action,  precision  of  movement,  and,  above  all, 
in  the  implicit  obedience  to  every  order  of  their  superiors. 
These  are  but  a  part  of  the  advantages  of  the  military  feature.
